In the opinion of Willinm Dick, sec-
retary of the Board of Fduecation, the
only hope for permanent solution of
the school teacher enlary problem and,
in fact, the whole financial trouble of
the Ttonrd of Bdueation, les in an ad-
ditlonal rige In the tax rate or some
other eneh legislation nn the part of the
state Legislature when it canvencs
again ‘in Jannary, 1021,

“But even sucl favorable action on
the nart of the state Inwmakers cannot
possibly become effective befare Janu-
ary, 1522.” said Mr, Dick, *‘for, as it
pow stands, ascesements for the coming
year have alrendy been mnade."*

This doez not, however, solve the
question of the $400 incrense granted
whool teachers by the board to meet

the present extraordinary living con-
Htions, funds for which have not so
far become available, Tudications

point to the fact that not more thar
half this inerease will be veesived by
the teachers, when funds eome into the
hands of the board in September,

Simon Gratz, president of the Noard |
